Federal Conciliator Dewey 
Sitting In On Detroit 
Neg otiations 


(By Aaiioclnted P ress) 
DETROIT, 
Jan. 30.—Concluding 
conferences at noon 
with m anage­ 
m ent and labor leaders in the G en­ 
eral Motors strike, Special FYderal 
Conciliator Jam es F. 
Dewey a n­ 
nounced across - the - table negoti­ 
ations will lx> resumed th is after­ 
noon 
The session will get under way at 
2:30 p. m. in offices in the General 
Motors building. 
Top corporation 
and UAW-CIO leaders were sched­ 
uled to participate, along with the 
entire union negotiating committee. 
Dewey offered no com m ent on 
the resumption of discussions. R. J. 
Thomas, president of 
the 
UAW. 
emerged from a conference with 
the federal trouble shooter in an 
affable mood but made no state­ 
m ent. 
M onth's Stalem ate 
Negotiations 
between 
the 
two 
parties have been stalem ated for 
nearly a m onth and Dewey was 
assigned 
by 
Secretary 
of 
Labor 
Schwellenbach to try to get the two 
parties to resume conferences look­ 
ing to a settlem ent of the wage 
dispute th a t has idled 175,000 pro­ 
duction workers for more th an 10 
weeks. 
Dewey conferred first today with 
C. E. Wilson, GM president, and 
later with top officers of the CIO 
United Automobile Workers union. 
He did not disclose what was being 
discussed a t the separate conver­ 
sations 
following 
y esterday ’s 
an­ 
nouncement th a t both parties had 
agreed to renew the wage discus­ 
sions.

Dewey ’s additional meeu’r j s with 
the opposing leaders lit '.he wage 
battle led to speculation he was 
seeking 
to 
sidetrack 
subordinate 
issues and 
Ret the conferees 
to 
agree to imm ediate discussion of 
the wage issue. 
Wilson was expected to partici­ 
pate in the renewed conferences 
with the UAW for the first time. 
Union argum ents have been led 
by Vice President W alter P. Reuther. 
Dewey expected to lun into the 
wage increase demand 
th at 
has 
been the m ajor Issue. Tire union 
originally asked a 30 per cent raise, 
later brought its figure 
in 
line 
with a governmental board’s recom­ 
m endation for 191 
cents an hour 
and then reinstated the higher de­ 
m and when the corporation did not 
ugr« ‘e to the compromise. 
The m ediation plans were respon­ 
sible for adjournm ent until Feb. 
11

Motors with unfair labor practices. 
Trial Examiner G erard D. Reilly , 
who conducted

Reuther, NLRB witness in both 
sessions, testified y esterday G en­ 
eral Motors had failed to bargain 
in good faith by refusing to open 
its books to prove ability or inabil­ 
ity to pay the 30 per cent increase 
demanded. 
G eneral Motors declined to open 
its books, and refused to participate

So What? 
Announcement of new agreements between ne­ 
gotiators in the Ford and Chrysler divisions of the 
automobile industry, together with signs th a t other 
{>arty yesterday at her home on E tna st 
industrial deadlocks may be broken, suggest* that the 
work stoppage en us may be passing. 
The steel industry is still the key 
W ithout steel. 
no m atter how much progress may be made in reach­ 
ing agreements elsewhere, a vast part of our indus­ 
try must suffer from the bad feeling th at is crippling 
industrial reconversion. 
William H. Davis, former WLB chairm an, hail 
pointed out that we stand to learn a great deal I rom 
our troubles 
We are watching a grim demonstration 
of a fact th at needed no dem onstrating- that Amer­ 
ica’s economic welfare is at the mercy of a few 
persons who have the most directly to gain by pre­ 


serving it. 
lf the purpose of strikes were to prove th at the 
United States can be made or broken by the whims 
of a handful of men who hold trusteeships of power 
in management and labor unions, th at purpose now 
would be fulfilled. But no proof was needed. 
The United States can move ahead or be forced 
to fall back by the Judgment of these men, or their 
lack of Judgment. 
Even the government has no 
power to control them, except as they choose to be 
controlled. Should ttiey choose to be irreconcilable, 
thereby abandoning their right to do business as 
partners in private enterprise, they can kill private 


enterprise. 
There can be no doubt, in view of what already 
has happened and is still happening, th at this power 
of life and death is in immediate question. Now th at 
the demonstration of the power has been staged, tile 
public must ask, “So what?" 
The great m ajority of the people, who are neither 
m anagem ent nor organized labor, yet m ust accept the 
consequences of the decisions made by m anagement 
and organized labor, are angrily aware of being 
marched up the hill and back down again. But why? 
No proof is required to make Americans aware that 
they are dependent on th e smooth operation of their 
industrial economy, or that they can Im4 ham strung 
by a breakdown in industrial relations. 
During the century and a-half of the develop­ 
ment of the new society founded on this continent 
by men seeking freedom, we have had only one con­ 
tinuous advantage over other societies—our ability to 
work together to get things done. 
That was the new nation’s bulwark against Its 
enemies. It has been the American secret In peace 
and war, a secret fatally underestim ated by G erm any 
In two world wars and before th at by Great Britain, 
Prance and Spain. 
Now we ourselves or persona 
among us—are threatening to destroy the foundation 
of our strength as the world’s most productive nation. 


Why? 
Why are we witnessing a dreary dem onstration 
that the United States ran be paralyzed? Who wants 
It, to happen? The point has been proved-s o what ?
